Raum on the Revenue Tex—A Government Printing 
Office Bcandal—The Alebama Court of Claims— 
The Agricultural BReport-—A Call for 
Bends — Civil Service Order.

Wasuineton, November 24.—Until within 
a few days Raum was disposed to make no 
recommendation in his forthcoming annual 
report looking to a reduction in the internal 
revenue tax. It is believed,however, that he 
bhasreconsidered the matter, and will advise 
such reduction as will leave the aggregate in- 
come of the government from this source at 
about $100,000,000 per annum. It is known 
that the president, while he is firmly oppos 
ed to any proposition looking to the abolition 
at this time of the entire internal rev- 
enue system, believes that the 
time has come when subgtan tial 
relief can be accorded the tax payersfof the 


country, and that a portion of thif relief 
should come in the reduction of internal 
revenue taxation. With this view the mem- 
bers of the cabinet are in entire accord, and 
the president, in his forthcoming message to 
congress, will recommend the abolition of all 
internal revenue taxes except those upon to- 
bacco in its various forms, and on distilled 
spirits and fermented liquors, and except also 
the special tax upon manufacturers of and 
dealers in such articles, with a reduction in 
the tax on whisky and tobacco upon the 
basis of the bill which passed the house of 
representatives at the last — session 
of congress. The retention of 
the special taxes is deemed _ essential 
to afford the officers of the government 
proper supervision of these articles fur the 
prevention of fraud. If this recommenda- 
tion be adopted ,the remaining source-of inter- 
nal revenue will yield, according to the esti- 
mates of the commissioner of internal reve- 
nue, about $100,000,000 per annum. Only a 
further reduction of the internal revenue 
than that proposed would compel the govern 
ment tore'y almost entirely upon import 
duties for its necessary income, and would 
render any revision or reduction of tariff 
duties dangerous, if not impossible. The 
president is firmly opposed to the adoption 
of any policy that would create such a con- 
tingency, and will, in his forthcoming mes- 
sage, urge on congress the importance of an 
immediate revision of the tariff with a view 
to reducing the aggr-gate income of the gov- 
ernment to such an amount as is absolutely 
required to meet the interest on the public 
debt and the ordinary expense of the govern- 
ment. 

A GOVERNMENT PRINTING OFFICE SCANDAL, 
Special to the Constitution. 

WASHINGTON, November 27.—It has been 
recently stated in the newspapers that the 
dismissal of Detective Miller, of the district 
police force, because of his having rendered 
assistance to the defendants in the star route 
cases, was in pursuance of an order from 
President Arthur that all persons 
who have been in any way concerned 
in obstructing the government in these trials 
should be dismissed from public service. 
Within a few days the New York Herald and 
the Washington Star have been calling atten- 
tion to the fact that M. D. Helm, business 
manager of the Evening Critic while Brady 
owned it, and now one of its proprietors, had 
been appointed one of the foremen of the 
Erte mens printing oftice when S..P. Rounds 

came public printer. and still holds that 
position, while the Critic has continued iis 
attacks upon the government prosecutors up 
to its latest issue. Asa result of this agita- 
tion the fact has been made public that an 
existing law prohibits any person holding 
the position of foreman in the_ gov- 
ernment printing office from — being 
concerned in newspaper publication 
under the penal sum of Printer 
Rounds claims that this law don’t affect 
Helm’s employment, because he is desigua'ed 
as an assistant foreman. Nevertheless, it isan- 
nounced to-night that Helm has severed his 
connection with the Critic in order that he 
may remain in thegovernment printing oflice 
It is thou:ht, however, that the influeuce 
hostile to Heim is exerted in the direction of 
his official, not his private employment, and 
that his resignation of the latter will not af- 
fect his case so far as the department of jus- 
tice isconcerned. Attorney-General Brew- 
ster says no general order of the character 
above oullined has been issued by President 
Arthur, but if an order is made, it will be at 
his (Brewster’s) suggestion, from which it is 
inferred that such a policy, if not an actual 
order, is contempla’ed. 

THE ALABAMA COURT OF CLAIMS. 

WASHINGTON, November 24.—The court of 
commissioners of Albamba claims in render- 
ing a decision to-day involving the question 
whether ship's captains can sue in this court 
for his coimpany, the owners, and whether an 
agentcan sue and recover for his principals, 
the court adopted the following construction 
of the staute, viz: Where the payment of a 
premium for war risks was made by one party 
inhisown name for the benefit of others, 
and the amount of such payment has 
been refunded to him in a whole 
or in part, by those for 
whom it was paid, a petition may be made 
and sworn toin the name of the party so pay- 
ing the pre‘niums, or in case of his decease, 
by his personal representatives, for and on 
behalf of those whose benefit said premiums 
were paid, and separate judgments shall be 
entered in favor of the parties beneficially 
interested. In such petitions it shall be nec 
essary to set out the names and residences of 
the parties having a beneficial interest, the 
amounts of their respective interests, and all 
other facts regarding them required of a peti- 
tion under role 3of thiscourt. The court 
announced that in the matter of allowing an 
interest which has been argued before them 
they would adhere to the practice of the for- 
mer court, and certify the interest with 
judgment, but on aseparate statement. As 
but one case was found to be ready for trial 
the court was adjourned to Wednesday, Jan- 
uary 17, 1883, when the case of Samuel Ste- 
phens vs. the United States will be taken up. 
About ninety claims have already been dock- 
eted, and it is believed that the total number 
will reach 4,000. The time expires January 
14, 1883, within which time claims can be pre- 
sented and placed upon the docket, 


THE AGRICULTURAL REPORT. 


Wasuinctox, November 24.—George B. 
Loring, commissioner of agriculture, has 
submitted his annual report to the president. 
The statistical division estimates the follow- 
ing as che yield of 1882: Corn, 1,635,000,000 
bushels; wheat, i10.000,000 bushels; oats, 
470,009,000 buskels; barley, 45,000,000 bush- 
els; rye, 20,000,068 bushels; buckwheat, 12,- 
000,000 bushels. ‘‘The business of manu- 
facturing sugar from sorghum at the depart- 
ment,’’ says the report, ‘having failed 
in 1881, and having furnished discouragement 
to those engaged in it, I have called upon the 
sorghum manufacturers themselves for such 
infurmation as they could furnish in an ac- 
curate manner for the benefit of the industry 
they represent. I have also made the same 
request of the manufacturers of sugar from 
beets. I have received answers .from nearly 
100 manufacturers that they will contribute 
to this work, and I feel confident that I shall 
in this way receive a great deal of valuable 
information. I have endeavored from the 
beginning of my connection with the depart- 
mentsoto conduct the Work performed here as 
a part ot that yngaee so investigation intg

field of the farmer, of the mill, of the manu- 
facturer and the laboratory of the chemist, as 
to secure fur what appears to be a growing in- 
dustry all information which unprejudiced 
science and the best practical skill ¢an pro- 
vide; and I trust the knowledge I have gath- 
ered will when published, be four.d to be of 
value.

THE PLACER CLAIM CASE. 

WasuHinoton. November 24.—Commissioner 
McFarland, of the general land office, has de- 
cided the case of the Dobbs placer claim, in 
Huntsville, Alabama, where land was al- 
leged to contain a déposit of kaolin or fire 
clay. Protestants claimed tnat the land was 
not subject to sale as placer land, because 
the depusit lies in the form of strata, be- 
twéen two well defined walls of rock. The 
commissioner holds that this is immaterial; 
that the provisions of section 2320 which 
govern the location of lode claims and men- 
tion views or lodes of quartz or other rock in 
the place, being gold, silver, lead, tin, copper 
or other valuable deposits refer solely to the 
deposits of orecarrying minerals of a me ali- 
ferous character; and that claims, usuaily 
called placers, include all forms of deposits 
excepting veins of quartz. In the placer ore 
are intended to include every class of deposit 
not of a metaliferous nature and are governed 
by the provisions of section 2320. 

INTERNAL REVENUE STAMPS. 

WASHINGTON, November 24.—Although it 
seems very probable that congress will, at its 
approaching session, pass the bill abolishing 
many of the internal revenue stamps, and 
particularly the proprietary medicine and 
match stamps, there has been no cessation 
yetat the bureau of engraving and printing 
in the way of yrinting them. 
Indeed, the force of plate printers 
never was larger than at present. Stamps of 
of all kinds, except postage stamps, are being 
turned out there every day by the thousands. 
It is expected that when the bill abolishing 
the use of stamps does - the force of plate 
printers will be reduced to less than one half 
of those now employed. As the stamys are 
used almost as fast as they are printed, there 
is no danger of having ‘any quantity of them 
left on hand. 

A CALL FOR BONDS. 

WasHINGTON, November 24.—Secretary 
Folger to-day telegraphed Assistant-Treasury 
Acton, at New York. asfollows: Accept un- 
matured bonds in all calls including the one 
hundred and nineteeth, without rebate of in- 
terest at the rate of $10,000,000 per week, on 
any dayof the week, payable at your office, 
until otherwise ordered. Secretary Folger 
this afternoon directed that estimates to be 
prepared with a view of making another call 
tor bonds as soon as possible, 

A CIVIL SERVICE ORDER. 

WasHINGTON, November 24.—The postmas- 
ter-veneral has decided that a fourth class 
postmaster cannot hold that office while 
serving asa member of a state legislature, be- 
cause he would not be able to give the proper 
attention to the post-eftiice. 


DR. COLLINS DISSATISFIED 


ie Threatens to Give the Wheols Arctic Scandul te 
the Press. 

Wasuincton, November 24.—The time of 
the Jeannette board this morning was mainly 
occupied in reading a transcript of Melville’s 
testimony yesterday. The examination of 
Melville will probably be finished this even- 
ing. Dr. Collins left Washington this morn- 
ing much dissatisfied ,peqmethe treatment re- 
ceived from the boa retusing to allow 
him connsel and ruliungW*t nearly all the im- 
portant questions he submitted, and failing 
to push iuguiries in the direction he desired. 
He says he will now goto New York and venti- 
late the matter through the papers, and ipti- 
mates that he will svon publish damaging afli- 
davits reflecting on the conduct of the officers 
in charge of the expedition. Melville’s tes- 
mony closed this afternoon, and the board ad- 
journed until Monday. Melville in his testi- 
meny to-day said the course of the oilicers 
toward Collins was the same as towards the 
others, so far as he would permit; but on one 
occasion he took offense at remarks made, 
and refused to converse or speak to the offi- 
cers. He said in reply to a question that 
Danenhower was present on one occasion 
when a difficulty occurred between DeLong 
and Collins. Probably Danenhower will be 
called to testify on this point. Melville, in 
closing, paid a high tribute to DeLong, speak 
ing of him as acompetent officer and a man 
of excellent qualities. 


COUNTING THE INDIANS. 


A Curlous Way of Keeping an Account of the Braves 
Out West. 

WASHINGTON, November 24.—The Indian 
office is in receipt of areport from Agent 
Wilcox, of San Carlos agency. giving an ac 
count of the system of counting the Indians 
every day. Hesaysthe system was inaugu- 
rated October 18, and that the highest num- 
ber reached was 1,236 Each Indian is mark- 
ed with a tag and number. The Indian’s 
name is recordedin a register kept fur the 
purpose. One ofthe good results derived from 
tagping the Indians is toknuw the Indians 
who engagein raidsor leave the reservation. 
Attention is also called to the fact that since 
the chiefs of the tribes have been held 
responsible for the acts of the 
members, the distillation of whisky has de- 
creased. The war department has, at the re- 
quest ofAgent Armstrong, of the Crow Ia- 
dian reservation, placed sufficient force 
around the reservation to prevent raids of the 
Piegans, who have, the agent states, robbed 
the Crow~ of horses to the amount of $20,000. 
These depredations have had the effect of 
lessening the aygent’s intluence with the In- 
dians and he doubts if he can accomplish as 
much good next season as he has during the 
past vear. He further expresses the opinion 
that the Crows will leave their reservation in 
the latter part of November, when the annu- 
ities are paid them.

Anderson is un- 
married, the woman left children.

KICKING OUT KEIFER. 


THF DISCOVERY OF AN ALLEGED 
FRUSTRATED PLOT. 


A Warm Time Which the Ohio Gavel-Striker Came 
Near Ezxjoying—Mr. Ca kins onthe Remaining 
Contested Elections—The Fiorida Oon- 
test—A teoandal in Washington. 


Cincinnati, O., November 24.—The En- 
quirer this morning contained a dispatch 
from Washington setting forth that at the last 
session of congress the democrats in caucus 
planned to capture the house by force, at the 
time the question of contested seats was to 
come up. The dispatch stated that such a 
plot was concocted and that congressman 
Kenna of West Virginia was to carry it out 
by putting a motion suddenly, which the 
democrats were to vote upon, and while the 
republicans were bewi.dered the motion was 
to be declared carried. Also that speaker 
Keifer learned of the movement and prepared 
himself to resist it forcibly, but that an inter- 


view between himself and Mr. Blackburn re- 
sulted in the programme not being carried 
out. Speaker Keifer was interviewed on the 
subject at Springfield to-day. He manifested 
much interest iv the reporter’s story and ap- 
peared much amused. He said that the Ku- 
quirer men showed him the article last week 
but that he declined to be interviewed on it. 
He stated that the alleged interview with 
Slackburn is false, but confessed that he had 
knowledge of some such scheme as that re- 
ported; that the matter was of grea: impor- 
tance, and that he could not g» into any Ce- 
tails. At Lexington, Kentucky, to-day Hon. 
Phil. B. Thompson, Jr., congressman frem 
the eighth district, and secretary of 
the national democratic committee, was 
asked if the statement was true. Mr. Thomp- 
son said ‘‘the statementin the Enqutrerisa 
lie made out of the whole cloth aud only 
emanated from the fertil2 imagination of its 
correspondent. No plot, however, was madc 
except an effort to combine the democratic, 
independent and _~— greenback opposition 
against the republican vote, which failed, 
but there was no revolutionary scheme. 

Cuica@), November 24.—The Inter-Ocean 
will publish an interview with Thos. M. 
Nichoi in regard to a statement published in 
the Cincinnati Enquirer, that the democrats 
in congress had laid a plan to oust speaker 
Keiferfrom the chair of the house o: rep- 
resentatives last winter. Nichol says he 
fully believes that there is some foundation 
forthe story; that he heard it before the 
present story appeared, and he knew of 
it within a day or two after it happened; 
that he asked General Keifer about it; Keifer 
give him no details, but did not deny that 
there were grounds for the report; that Keifer 
managed the thing discreetly. and by saying 
nothing did not stirup bad blood; that he 
sent fora prominent democrat, told him 
what he knew of the plan and convinced him 
that it would not succeed, and had him ad. 
vise his conferes to drop it. Nichol says it 
was at the time when the democrats were 
making dilatory motionsand the republicans 
were about to introduce an amendment to 
the house rules to overcome the difficulty and 
the democrats feared that Keifer would rec- 
ognize the motion to amend rather than a 
dilatory motion; that in such case he was to 
be taken from thechair by force and men 
were picked to doit. Nichols does not think 
Blackburn or Kenna were prominent in it. 

THE CONTESTED CASES 

W AsHINGTON, November 24—-A reporter cf 
the associated press asked Mr. Calkins, of In- 
diana, who arrived in the city to-day, what 
would be done fduring the coming session 
in regard to the undecided contested election 
cases before the committee on elections, of 
which he is chairman... Mr. Calkins explained 
that there are only four cases left of a!'l that 
were presented to the forty-seventh congress, 
and that three of these are practically deter- 
mined. The Richardson vs. Lee (South Car 
olina) case has been determined in sub-com- 
mittee, and will be immediately reported to 
the house, the majority report favoring the 
sitting member, Richardson, who is a demo- 
crat. The Manning-Bucbanan case from 
Mississippi, is in a similar condition of for- 
wardness, with the majority favoring Man 
ning, democrat, sitting member. The Sessing- 
haus-Frost case, from Missouri, is secretly de- 
termined by the majority in favor of Frost, 
sitting member, thougb there remains to be 
argued the question involving the state law 
of registration, which has been 
changed since the election. This caseis in 
hands of Mr. Miller, of the commit-ee. The 
Cook-Cutts case from Iowa, isthe only one 
undetermined. Cook is a greenbacker, and 
Cutts, the sitting member, is a republican. 
Mr. Calkins would not give an opinion as to 
the prubable action of the house upon these 
reports, though d4tisthe prevailing belief that 
none of the contestants will be seated. 

THE SECOND FLORIDA DISTRICT. 

WASHINGTON, November 24.—Senuator Call, 
of Florida, who is now in the city, said to-day 
with reference tothe congressional election in 
the second district of that state,that upon the 
face of the returns H. Bisbee, Jr., republican, 
is elected, but thatJ. J. Finley, the demo- 
cratic nominee, will contest his seat upon the 
alleged ground that he (Bisbee) obtained an 
apparent majority by colonizing — illegal 
voters. Finley was unseated in the 47th con- 
gress, on June Ist, '882,0n a contest by bis- 
bee, his present opponent.

TRANS-PACIFIC PEOPLES. 


Japan’s Entertainment of the Corean Visitors—Pre- 
posal fer an Expensive Steamship Line. 

San Francisco, November 24.—The steamer 
City of Tokio has arrived from Hong Kong 
via Yokobama, and brings advices from 
Hong Kong under date of October 28. The 
ex-regent of Corea enters on his life of cap- 
tivity in an interior Chinese town with com- 
posure. He has already commenced the 
study of the Chinese language. The 
health of Mrs. Young, the wife of 
the United States envoy, is_ seriously 
affected, and will not yet venture the harsh 
climate of Pekin. She is expected to pass 
the winter in the Mediterranean. The for- 
eign consuls at Amoy have provided a fund 
fur the employment of police to protect life 
and property, now endangered by outlaws on 
the island of Kulang,in Amoy. The troops 
are to be immediately withdrawn from 
Corea. Their riotous behavivuur is beginning 
to weaken the blind veneration for every- 
thing Chinese hitherto felt in Corea. Great 
excitementin Hong Kong was caused on 
October 26, by the reports of the impending 
seisure and destruction of Kowloor, a city 
near Hong Kong, by a powerful secret Chi- 
nese society. In response to an appeal for 
British assistance, a considerable force of 
infantry and artillery was sent to the threat- 
ened district, and the anticipated out- 
break was prevented; but a dangerous 
precedent was established on the part of 
the Chinese authorities. The neighborhood 
of Canton is in a very disturbed state, owing 
to the alleged inefficiency of the new viceroy. 
The normal hostility to missionaries is re- 
vived and several serious attacks are reported. 
No lives thus far have been lust. The Chinese 
and French continue under arms at Nanai, 
and Tonguin may become the scene of active 
hostilities at any moment. Advices from 
Yokohoma of November7 say the Mikado’s 
birthday, November 3, was ceiebrated with 
unprecedented festiviiies throughott Japan. 
The electric lights have been largely in- 
troduced into -the government establish- 
ments. Entertainments to the Corean visi- 
tors were repeated in an extravagant manner. 
Naval officers have been sent to select sites 
for the fortification of the islands of [ki and 
Tsic, between Japan and Corea. There is 
much dissatisfaction in native commercial 
circles, owing to the announcement that the 
government will contribute 6.000,000 yen toa 
new steamship enterprise, Japan not needing 
sO extravagant an institution, and being in- 
capable of supporting it if carried inio exist- 
ence. The concera will have to be almust 
exclusively sustained by the subscribers, 
which Japan cannot afford. 
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A STUDENT’S RUSE. 


He Nearly Saccceds tu Keleusing a Notorious Crimi. 
nal frem Prison. 

LAWRENCE, Kas., November 24.—One of the 
parties who became notorious in the Bause- 
man murder, which resuited in the hanging 
of three negroes from the bridge here, came 
near getting his freedom from justice to- 
day. A young lawstudent, who has some- 
time acted as correspondent for the Kan- 
sas City Journal, wrote to Governor 
St. John on a letterhead of Hon. 38. O. 
Thatcher, asa correspondent of that journal 
that Bb. F. Fennimore now confined in county 
jail, was a reputable citizen and business 
man, had never been accused of any previous 
crime, was convicted only on the testimony 
of two disreputable persons now in the peni- 
tentiary; that they had since confessed that 
they purjured themselves. This young man 
and others recommended Fennimore as a fit 
subject for executive clemency. Governor St. 
John wrote a pardon, but as a matter 
wf caution sent it to Sheriff Asher 
before -its legal issuance. The 
sheriff explained the matter to the 
governor and the pardon was revoked. It is 
not thought that this young student is an ac- 
complice of, Fennimore, but that he-is a tool 
of unscrupulous men. Fennimore is a most 
dangerous criminal; was convicted of murder 
in Indiana and sentenced to ten years in the 
penitentiary; he broke jail, and is supposed 
to have been a leader in several crimes here 
and elsewhere, and it wound have terrorized 
the community to have had him again at 
large, 


BLOWN TO ATOMS. 


Searching for the Remains of a Superintendcat of a 
Nitro-Glyeerine Works 

ALLENTOWN, Pa., November 24.—Notwith- 
standing hundreds of people have been en- 
yaged since Friday in searching for the re- 
mains of Horatio C. Welch, the superinten- 
dent of the Cold Spring chemical works, who 
was blown into pieces by the explosion of the 
nitro-glycerine magazine, only a few small 
pieces have been found—not enough to half 
flla cigar box.

It is not likely 
that more of Mr. Welch will be found 
The explosion was 1:0 doubt the result 
of carelessness on the part of 
Welch, who, it was observed, did not 
of late exercise that care which the character 
of the business demands. Nitro-glycerine 
freezes ata temperature of forty degrees, and 
it is the commonly accepted belief that some 
of the frozen oil having clogged the spigot, 
Welch used a nail in opening a passage for 
the oil, and this no doubt caused the explo- 
sion. The trees in the immediate vicinity of 
the works attest to the great force of the de- 
tonation. Some were uprooted and thrown 
many feet away, others had their limbs shat- 
tered, and sume measuring six to eight incaes 
in diameter were snapped off as though they 
were small twigs. Rocks—some very heavy— 
were hurled in al] directions, and it is sur- 
prising that no more lives were lost or greater 
damage caused to the other buildings. The 
scene of the explosion has been visited by 
hundreds of pecple. Work at the manufac- 
tory will probab!v be resumed in a few days.

THE TORY CHIEF SEES SOME GOOD 
IN THE UNITED STATES. 


Gladstone’s Uncertain Promises Put Under Criticiem 
~Mr. Childers’s Sour Stomseb—Mere Distress 
Feared in Ireland— Enod of the Home Rule 
League— The Russian Students. 


Lonpon, November 24.—The marguis of 


| Salisbury, in an address before the Scottish 


conservatiye club, of Edinburg Thursday 
night, taunted the liberal government with 
having adopted its predecessor's Ezyptian 
policy. He strongly denounced the action of 
the government toward Ireland and con- 
demned the arrears of rent act. He had, he 
said, favored the schemes of a peasant pro- 
prietary that were now impossible, as such a 
surplus fund had been otherwise disposed of. 
Stigmatizing to vagueness of Gladstone’s ut- 
terances, he said: I confess I don't often envy 
the United States, but their institutions pos- 
sess one feature which appears to me 


a subject for the greatest envy, 
namely, their magnificent institution of the 
supreme court. Iftheir parliament passes a 
measure inconsistent with the constitution of 
the country there exists a court which will 
negative it at once,thus giving stability to the 
institutions of the country, which under the 
system of vague and mysterious promises 
we look for in vain.’ The remarks were re- 
ceived with applause. The healthof Right 
Honorable Hugh C. Childers, war secretary, 
is broken down, and he has been ordered to 
go abroad. It has been officially reported to 
the government that widespread distress is 
feared in Irelandthis winter. The districts 
most seriously affected through want of em- 
ployment on the farms, and the failure ot 
the potato crop, are S!igo, Ballirar and Sevin- 
ford, and the greatest portion of Galway. 
There is much destitution in West Clare and 
Connaught, owing to the continually heavy 
demand upon [rishmen in America to sup 
port the Jand league there has been consider- 
able decrease in remittances to the struggling 
nativesin Ireland. This has reduced many 
of the natives to conditions of being unable 
to purchase the new seed. 
THE PROCEDURE DEBATE. 

Consideration ef the procedure rules was 
resumed in the house last night.

Rule twelve pro- 
vides that whenever the committee of supply 
appointed for theconsideration of ordinary, 
army, navy and civil service estimates stands 
as the first order of the dav 
on Monday the speaker shall leave the chair 
without putting any question, unless an 
ameudment be moved or question raised rel- 
ative to the estimates proposed to be taken 
in supply on first going inte committee on 
army, navy and civil services respectively. 
Mr. Trevelyan, chief secretary for IreJand, 
replying toaquestion by Mr. Healey, said 
that since August last all copies of the Irish 
World and Irish Nation, which had arrived 
in Ireland, had been siezed, but the stoppage 
of the circulation of those papers in England 
was unnecessary. 

SEVEN MEN KILLED. 

The railway bridge at Bromley, near Lon- 
don, fell this morning. Seven workmen be- 
neath the structure eating breakfast were 
killed. ‘The bridge was on the main line of 
the London, Chatham & Dover railway. Be- 
sides those killed several persons wre in- 
jared. The continental service by this line 
is stopped by the accident, The final meet- 
ing of the bome rule league was held to day 
and the association was dissolved. 

FRENCH POLITICS. 

Paris, November 24.—The Evenemt states 
that M. Duhamel,chief clerk of the compterer 
descormpte, bas absconded witha large sum 
in notes and geld, and a quantity of scrip. A 
dispatch to the Central News from Paris says 
there are renewed reports of ministerial dif. 
ficulties. It is expected that M. Herisson, 
minister of public works, or M. Tierard, min- 
ister of finance, will resign. 

A letter tothe London Standard this morn- 
ing says it believes that the attention of the 
United States government has been directed 
to the claims of France in regard to Mada- 
gascar. Typhoid fever has become epidemic 
in the town of Sainteo. Several of the Sis- 
ters of Charity attached to the hospital there, 
including the lady superior, have been at- 
tacked by the disease. Ata cabinet council 
held yesterday the minister of the interior 
read a synopsis of the reportson anarchism 
from the prefect of the department, according 
to which there are germs of puvlic danger in 
the large industrial centres. 

Thieves broke into the cathedral of 8&t. 
Dennis this afternoon, and stole % quantity 
of gold and silver objects, including precious 
relics and crowns of historical value. Thirty- 
two articles in all were stolen, including six 
chalices, two monstrances and seven royal 
crowns. Their total intrinsic value is esti- 
mated at 100,000 francs. 

THE RUSSIAN STUDENTS. 

St. PeTerspure, November 24.—An official 
announcement of the closing of the universi- 
ty here, states that the agitation had been no- 
ticed among the studenis at the beginning of 
October. On Tuesday last the ring leaders 
went tothe length of distributing circulars 
summoning @ mass meeting of the students to 
express sympathy with the stodents of Kazon 
university. The curator applied for the as- 
sistance of the pdlice, who arrested one bun- 
dred students. Fourteen of them, who were 
the chief instigators of the agitation, have 
been rusticated. 

A MONTENEGRIN CLAIM. 

CONSTANTINOPE, Noveuber 24.—The govern- 
ments of Montenegro have informed the 
poite that unless the district of Kalatichia is 
ceded immediately t* Montenegro, 400 troops 
will be sent to occupy it. Three battalions 
of Turkish troops have gone to Kaiatichia to 
piaintain order.

VANDERBILT'S BEEF SCHEME. 


The Millionaire's Interest in tne Caien Steck Yards 
Explaisea. 

CuicaGo, November 24—The controversy 
which has sprang up between the shippers 
and deaiers in live stock between this point 
and New York and the shippers of refrigera- 
tor beef, continues to excite widespread atten- 
tion. The pnblication that Vanderbilt had 
entered into a conspiracy with Messrs. Rast- 
man, Dutcher and others of New York and 
Philadelphia to kill the trade in refrigerator 
beef, an enterprise in which a large amount 
of Chicago capital is invested, gave to the 
discussion a local interest it had not previous- 
ly enjoyed. The aggressionsof the man Van- 
derbilt have made him exceedingly unpopu- 
lar throughout the west, and the query nat- 
urally arose in the minds of nine-tenths of 
the men who gave the matter any thought, 
‘Is the son of the commodore going to swal- 
low Chicago as he has tried to swallow New 
York and half of the intermediate points?” 

The fact may not be generally known, but 
it isa fact nevertheless, that Mr. Vanderbilt 
owns between $5,000,000 and $8,000 000 of the 
stock of the Union stock yards, and is, there- 
fore, cirectly and personally interested in the 
cattle business, a circumstance which will ex- 
plain to those who have not been able’to see 
his motive the reason why he has taken such 
an active part in the dispute. Less than two 
years ago the Lake Shore company owned 
$0,000 of the $3,000,000 capital stock of the 
Chicago Union stock yards. Vanderbilt then 
as now owned or voted the controlling 
interest in the road, and as its president 
ordered the sale of the stock of 
“Bill” Scott, his clerk, cashier and confiden. 
tial man, for $1,500,000, or thereabouts, al- 
though it was worth at the very least calcula- 
tion four or five times the amount, thus 
taking bodily frum the pockets of the minor- 
ity stockholders their proportion of an addi- 
tional $5,000,000 or $6,000,000, which would 
have been realized if the stock had been put 
upon the open market. Tbe property of the 
Stock Yards company was appraised shortly 
afterward at $15,000,000, and the capital in- 
creased to that limit On a basis of $13,000,000 
the stock of that corporation is quoted at 100 
cents premium. 


NECKS SPARED AND BROKEN. 


Virginlanse Escaping the Gallews—-A Bullet Through 
the Brain. 

PETERSBURG, November 24.—The decision 
rendered by the court of appeals at Rich- 
mond reversing the judgment~in the case of 
Oliver Hatche!l, convicted of the murder of 
Moses Young, of Brunswick county, about 
the 2ist of April, 1882, and sentenced to be 
hanged last July, practically set aside the 
sentence of Littleton Hatchell, father of O iver 
Hatche!l, who was conv cted as accessory to 
the murder and was to have been hanged in 
July last. The case of Littleton Hatchell, 
was also taken tothe court of appealsona 
writ of supersedeas, and the accused was 
granted anew trial. Both prisoners were 
cobpfined in the county jail at Brunswick, 
where they will remain until the 15th of 
April next, when their cases will be taken up 
in thecountycircuitcourt. Their discharge 
is asked for on the ground that the murdered 
man was killed by drinking whisky in which 
strychnine had been placed. 

SwEETSBURG, QugBEc, November 24.—Wil- 
liam Richards, who was to have been banged 
this morning, committed suicide by cutting 
his throat at 5 o’clock this morning. An in-

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Reminiscences of Jobn Howard Payne and of the 
Cherokee Indiana. 
From the Southern World 

My grandmother remembers having been 
in Montgomery in 1835, when the Cherokees 
passed through that city on their way west of 
the Mississippi. Many of the cniefs and war- 
riors of the tribe were in chains, and the look 
of sullen endurence and suffering on the faces 
of this exiled people wasextremely touching. 
It is true the United States had paid them $5,- 
262,251, but the government seem: d toart up- 
on the principle of pay and humiliate, too. 

l was once acquainted with a Swede who 
had been adopted by the Osage Indians. He 
was a friend of John toss, the celebrated 
chief of the Cherokees, and gave me his name 
in the Cherokee languege—it was written 
JQ&JQ, pronounced, Koh-weh-s koh weh, 
and means Swamp Sparrow. His brother.

At the 
time the Cherokees were removed from their 
homes in Georgia to their present posseszions 
west of the Mississippi river, Payne was 
spending afew weeks in Georgia with Ross, 


been forcibly eject: d from his former home. 

A number of prominent Cherokees were in 
prison, and that portion of Georg a in which 
the tribe was located, was scoured by armed 
squads of the Georgia m litia,who had orders, 
to arrest all who retused to leave the country. 

While Ross and Payne were seated before 
the fire in the but, the door was suddenly 
burst open and six or e’ght militia men 
sprang into the room. Ros~-'s wife was seated 
onac unk containing many valuable papers 
and asimall amount of money, and at the un- 
expected’ intrusion she sprang up and 
s ‘reamed wildly. Ross spoke to her*in the 
Cherokee languege, teliing her to be seated, as 
she would save the cont -uts of the trunk. and 
asshe tous sat down again, the intruders told 
Ross that he and Payne were under arrest and 
must prepare to accompany thesquad to Mil- 
ledgeviile, where they were tu be imprisoned 
The soidie:s Jost no time in tiking their 
prisopers away. Ross was permitted t» ride 
his own horse, while Payne was tounted on 
one led by asoldier. As the little party left the 
hovel, rain began falling and continued until 
every man was drenched thoroughly. The 
iourney lasted all night, Toward midnigt. 
Payne's escort, in order to Keep himself awake, 
began humming ‘‘Huome, home, sweet, sweet 
home,’ when Payne remarked: 

‘Little did I expect to bear that song under 
such circumstances and at such a time. Do 
you know the author?” 

“No,’’ said the soldier. ‘‘Do you?’ 

Yes,” answered Pavne; “I composed it.”’ 

“The devil you did. You can tell that to 
some fellows, but not to me. Look here, yeu 
made that song you say; if you did—and | 
know you didn t—you can say it all without 
stopping. It has something in it about pleas- 
urs and palaces. Now ptchin and reel it 
off, and if you can’t ('1l bounce you from your 
horse and lead you instead of it.” 

The threat was answered by Payne, who re- 
peated the song in a slow, subdued tone, and 
then sang it. making the old woods ring with 
the tender m-lody and pathos of the words 
It touched the heart of the rough soldier, who 
was not only captivated but cuopyinced, an 
who suid that the comprser of such a song 
should never g> to prison if he could help it 
And when the party reached Milledgeville 
they were, aftera preliminary examination, 
discharged, much to theirsurprise. Payne 
insisted it was because the leader of the squad 
had been under the magnetic influence of 
Ross's conversation, and Ross insi-t-d that 
they had been saved from insu!t and imoprison- 
ment by the power of “Home, Sweet Home,” 
sung as only those who feel can sing it 

The friendship existing between Ross and 
Payne endured until the grave closed overtue 
mortal remains of the Jatt r. 


A New Savannah Steamer.

The Ovean steamship company’s new ves- 
sel, the Chatrahoochee, lay at pier 35, N rth 
river, at the foot of Spring sir-et, yesterday,

The Chattahoochee isa sister ship to the 
Tallauassee andthe Nachoochee of. the same 
line, but her appointments are much more 
bandsome. She was built in the yard of 
John Roach & Sons, at Ches'er, Pennsylva- 
nia. She has three decks and a hurricane 
deck. Her length over the wa'er line is 290 
feet, and over ail she measures 313 feet. 
Her beam is 42 feet, and her depth of hold 
25 feet 10 inches. Sheis built of American 
iron and very strongly constructed. She has 
five water-tight compartments, and would 
not be easily sunk by a colleision. She has 
one compound engine, with two inverted 
cylinders -a high pressure and a low pressure 
—the former 38 inches in diameter and tae 
la'ter 74 inches The propeller is 15% feet 
in diameter, with a pitch of 24% feet. The 
vesse! has four main boilers, and is expected 
to attain a speed of 14% milesan hour. She 
will carry 100 cabin passengers, for whom 
luxurious accommodauionsshave been mate. 
The quarters for the crew and those for the 
S errage passengers are furnished with every 
revard to comfurt.

REGULAR DAILY REPORT OF THE 
PROCEEDINGS. 


Discussion of the Subject of Adjournment—A Proposa 
¢o Adjourn on December Fif‘h—The Work of 
Both Hous.s—An Agricultural College. 

The Homestead—Chartering Towns. 


The house met at 10 o'clock, and was called 
to order by the speaker. Prayer by the chap- 
lain. The roli was called and the journal was 
read. 

The committee on early adjournment re- 
ported in favor of adjournment on Tuesday, 
December 5th, until the first Wednesday in 
July. The report recites that as elections have 
taken up so much of the present session 
that the publie business cannot 
be transacted within forty days. They also 


declare that the continuance of the session 
bevond the forty days might endanger the 
health of some members because the Jegisla- 
ture is compelled to meetin such an un- 
healthy hall. The minority report declares 
that the present session should be 
continued until all necessary’ public 
business is attended to and that a 
summer session would be both unnecessary 
and unconrfortable. The reports were made 
tie special order for next Monday. The roll 
of counties for introducing new matter was 
ealled. Mr. Harris, of Bitb, a bill appropria- 
ting monev for necessary contingent expen- 
ses; referred to finance committee. Mr. 
Barilett, ot Bibb, a bill to increase the salary 
of the s'ate liorarian; referred to finance com- 
mitree. Also a bill to repeal section 217 of the 
code; referred to judiciary co1umittee. Also a 
bill to prescribe custs in cases withdrawn or 
dismissed from the supreme court; referred 
to judiciary committee. Mr. Loften, of Bibb, 
a biilto regulate testimony in casses in in- 
junction by commission of interogatory; 
referred to judiciary committee. Mr. Harris, 
of Bibb. a bill to prevent members 
of the legislature from changing votesin elec- 
tions for judges, solicitors and senators; re- 
ferred to the judiciary committee. Also a 
bill to provide tor the taking of testimony in 
applications for injunction; referred to the 
judiciary committee. Alsoa bill to furnish 
codes to solicitors general; referred to the 
judiciary committee. Also a resolution to 
appoint a committee to consider the question 
of establishing a school of technology as a 
branch of the state university; referred to com- 
mitteeon education. Mr. Fite,of Bartow,a bill 
to repeal section 3974 of the code; referred to 
jud ciary committee. Mr, Irwin, ot Cobb, a 
resolution to procure a portrait of Guvernor 
Stephens for the capitol; referred to commit- 
tee on finance. Mr Foster, of Fioyd, a bill 
to make penal to sell property 
set apart under the homestead 
without proper order: referred to the judici- 
ary committee. Mr. Jordan, ef Hancoek, a 
joint resolution inquiring into the dismissal 
of the suit against Foster Blodyett; referred 
to the judiciary committee. Also a resolu- 
tion to ask the printing committee to inquire 
into the reasons why the revised codes are 
not furnished tothe public offices of this 
state; referred to the judicary committee. Mr. 
Gary,of Richmond,chairman of the committee 
on the state of the republic, reported in fa- 
vor of the resolution of Mr. Calvin, of Rich- 
mond, to petition cougress in favor of the re- 
peal of the act taxing state banks ten per 
cent on their circulation. Mr. Du Pree, of 
Macon, a bill te incorporate the Montezuma, 
Brunswick and Savannah railroad; reterred 
to committee On corporations. Mr. Head, 
of Monroe, a bitl to require 
practicing physicians to serve on 
juries in trials for lunacy; referred to the 
judiciary committee. Mr. Everett, of Polk, 
a bill to amend section 7387 of the code. 

(he committee on banks reported in favor 
of the bill to amend the charter of the bank 
of Augusta. Mr. Watts, of Stewart, a resolu 
tion to require the new codes to be distrilu- 
ted; referred to the judiciary committee. Mr. 
Peek, of Rockdale, a bill to amend the 
constitution relative to the furnishing limbs 
to maimed soldiers; referred to judicary com- 
mitte Mr. Glis-ons of Tatnall, a _ bill to 
amend section 3910 of the code; referred to 
judiciary committee Mr. Patton, of Thomas, 
a bill to eppropriate $10,000 to build a chapel 
forthe South Georgia ayricultural college; 
referred to finance committee. Mr. 
Jones, of Twiggs, a bill to reim- 
burse parties in Twiggs county 
for certain sums paid by them to the comp- 
troller as tax on wild lands; referred to 
finance committee. Mr. McKinsey of Upson, 
a bill to establish a board of commissioners 
for Upson county; referred to special judicia 
ry committee. ofr. Shiffof Chattahoochee, a 
bill to repeal all usury laws in Georgia; ‘e- 
ferred to finance committee. Mr. Johnston 
of Baldwin a_ bill to appropriate 375,000 to 
complete the addition tothe lunatic asylum. 
Mr. silman, of Jackson, a bill to amend the 
charter of the town of Jefferson. The report 
of the sub-committee which had visited the 
lunatic asylum submitted a report. The 
chairman, Mr. Mark W. Jolnson, and ile 
other members of the commitiee reported the 
institution in an exce lent adage anid 
most economical managément. There are now 
about 900 patientsand the asylum demands 
4n appropriation at least as large as that of 
last year to do justice tothe helpless creatures 
who are dependent on the state for care and 
comfort. Mr. Patton, «f Thomas, a bil! to 
provide for appeals in misdemeanor cases 
"under certain circumstances; referred to ju- 
diciary ‘committee. House bills on 
third reading were in order. 
A bill to extend the’ time for 
returning Wild Jands for tax until the Ist of 
February. No action was had on the bill and 
the house adjourned to 3% o'clock. 

EVENING SE-SION. 

The house reconvened at 3:30 o'clock, but 
the entire afternoon session was devoted to 
reading bii!s the second time, which had been 
reported favorably. Bills on third reading 
will be in order today and some important 
measures may come up. 

THE SENATE PROCEEDINGS. 

The senate was opered as usual yesterday 
President Boynton presiding. Mr. DuBignon 
of the standing conimittee on the judiciary 
made a report which was read. Mr. Living- 
ston of the joint committee on adjournment 
submitted a majority and a minority report. 
The majority report, which was signed by 
Messrs. Livington, Polhill and Parks of the sen- 
ateand Messrs McIntosh Jordan, McDonough, 
and James of the house was in favor of an ad 
journment on the 5th of December, to recone 
vene on the Ist Wedcnesdiy in July next. 
The minority report was in opposition to an 
adjourned session and invaded finishing up 
the business at the present session.

Ir seems impossible to put through any 
official work at Washington without corrup- 
tion or fabrication. If there is anything 
which should be accurately done it is the 
work of the census. The present compila- 
tion so far as made public is grossly incorrect 
and its accuracy has been continually im- 
pugned in so many directiong that it looks as 
if the figures would be worse than _ useless, 
The latest instance is an understatement of 
Philadelphia manufactures of nearly thirty- 
five millions dollars. 


Ir is now the time of year when the Indian 
war is regularly reported. The latest one re- 
ported is from the Nevada Indians. In this 
connection a record of engagements with the 
hostile Indians has just been compiled at 
Sheridan’s headquarters. His division em- 
braces more than a million square miles of 
territory, stretching from the B.itish to the 
Mexican line, and inhabited by about 175,- 
000 Indians. During the last fifteen years, 
more than 1,000 officers and enlisted men 
have beer killed or wounded in the 400 
and odd armed collisions with the Indians. 
No record ofthe Indians killed is given, 
probably because there are so few. 

Mr. BILL CHANDLER kindly says that the 
subject of the transfer of certain marine sub 
divisions of the treasury to the navy depart- 
mentis a‘‘live topic.’’ Itis. So is the sub- 
ject of reducing several bureaus of the navy 
department to nothing at all. But returning 
to the treasury it is astonishing to note the 
sub-divisions and bureaus which have been 
added to it until now itis an immense pat- 
ronage bureau almost beyond belief. The 
main sub-divisions of the treasury department 
are as follows: Supervisingarchitect, bureau, 
of engraving and printing, bureau of the 
mint, steam-boat inspection, bureau of statis- 
tics, life-saving service, first and second con- 
trollers, commission of customs, register of 
the treasury, first, second, third, fourth, fifth, 
and sixth auditors, treasurer of the United 
States,"controller of the currency, commis- 
sioner of internal revenue, light house service, 
coast and geodetic survey, and marine hospi- 
tal service.. These incongruous bureaus are 
patent to all as having no connection and it 
willsoon become necessary to separate some 
bf them and make a separate department. 

THE SENATE IN DOUBT. 

The republicans are by no means sure that 
they will control the senate after the fourth 
day of next March. They are not certain that 
Mr. Van Wyck, of Nebraska, an avowed anti- 
monopolist and a man who cares very little 
for party claims, will enter their caucus, and 
it.isalso possible that Mr. Hill, of Colorado, 
will not. Mr. Mitchell, of Pennsylvania, 
will be apt to act very independently, 
if Mr. Cameron is permitted to use 
the federal patronage exclusively in the in 
terest of the stalwarts. But beyond the ac- 
tion of these senators there is doubtin rela- 
tion to the politics of the new Nebraska 
senator. 
self, while the democrats and anti-monopo- 
lists can control the legislature and send an- 
other anti-monopolist te the senate. The 
Colorado legislature is still claimed. by 
ali parties. There aes bitter 
feud between * Senator Hill and 
Secretary Teller, and it would not be at ail 
surprising if an anti-republican senator claims 
the seat next March.

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THE BESSEMER BUSINESS. 

Just now the country is treated to predi>- 
tions of a coliapse in the iron and steel mar- 
kets. It is emphatically a case of a great deal 
of smoke and very little fire. So far as iron 
is concerned, there has been no considerable 
drop either in price or demand. Every 
rolling mill in the couatry is busy, and cr- 
ders are comingin freely. The priceof pig 
iron may go down, but it will be by an easy 
scale, such as the general situation warrants. 

The trouble, or rather the talk of troubles, 
arises over the price of steel rails. A very 
large Bessemer millat Scranton, Pennsylvania 
was without ordersenough to keep its men 
and machinery emploved, and in preference 
to shutting down it offer rails at the mill at 
$40 a ton—a fall of $5 aton. No steel mill 
has stopped, and mostof them have large or- 
ders that willcarry them through the win- 
ter. The fuss made over the subject is not 
at all in accordance with the facts. 

There are several things that have Jed in all 
probability to this steel scare. In the first 
place the supply bas outrun the demand. 
While the country was building 12,000 miles 
of new railroad and relaying the track of 
many thousand miles more, the capacity of 
the mills was increased, until they could 
readily produce 1,500,000 tons a year. The 
country now needs not over one million tons 
a year, and a sharp competition for orders has 
sprungup. The Scranton mill got all it 
wanted by reducing the price of rails to $40. 
Then, too, the railroed companies that want 
rails have been holding off to _ bear 
the market. They want rails 
at Sabout the Scranton’ price. Then 
too, the mill owners are anxious to squeeze 
down prices both of labor and material, and 
threats of shutting down are a part of their 
scheme. Beyond all this the entire industry 
desires congress to see that the present duties 
are maintained. Steel rails that cost in this 
country from $40 to $45 are worth only $25 in 
England. Add $8 for freight and insurance, 
and we have the price that English rails 
would be worth laid down in New York, if 
congress had not imposed a duty of $28 a ton. 
In other words, a new or an old raitroad com- 
pany is taxed even now from $13 to $18 a ton 
on all the steel rails it uses. 

If a well-established industry—the Besse- 
mer mills have in the past paid immense div- 
idends—cannot prosper under a duty that is 
prohibitory and that is really beyond all rea- 
son, itis time to inquire whether protection 
does really protect? By this system of du- 
plicated and complicated taxation the cost of 
production is increased until all hope of a 
foreign market has to be abandoned, and 
when the home demand — slackens 
the entire business is severely affect- 
ed. In the present case a_ reduction 
of production seemsto be the only remedy. 
England can undersell usin all otber ma.- 
kets, and our petted mills are flat just as soon 
as the high pressure of railroad expansior 
in this country is withdrawn. 

There is great reason to belicve, however, 
that the present scare is chiefly artificial. A 
great steel mill is now in process of construc- 
tion in Pittsburg, and shrewd observers 
think that when the mill owners and rail- 
roads have gained all they desire, 
the mills will readily find means to maintain 
prices without stopping any of their machine- 
ry and without shortening the hours of la- 
bor. Four large eastern mills are known to 
have orders ahead for over 200,000 tons of 
rails, and the remainder of them will not be 
compelled to shut down except possbily for a 
short period to let the demand overtake the 
supply. The bottom has by no means drop- 
ped out of the business. 


RECRUITS FOR MORMONISM. 

The Mormon propagandists continue to 
ply their vocation in north Georgia, and they 
ply it successfully. Quite recently they ship- 
ped a train load of their unfortunate victims 
through Atlanta to Utah. There were eighty- 
five souls, mostly women, in this consign- 
ment, and it isnot too much to say that not 
one of these unfortunates understood the 
precise nature of their errand, or had the re- 
motest idea of the fate that awaited them; 
and yet it would be no worse for the women 
who have undertaken this journey, and no 
worse for the country, if they had entered 
houses of prostitution. This would have beena 
terrible step indeed, but the very shock of it 
would have exerted a profound moral influ- 
ence upon those most likely to be effected by 
a good or bad example. 

As matters stand, these unfortunates 
huve gone to Utah with the _ idea 
and iutention of promoting the cause of re- 
ligion. They have been grossly deceived by 
the Mormon propagandists, and they will 
discover when itis too late that they have 
been drawn headlong into a whirlpool of pros- 
titution from which there is no possble avenue 
of escape. The pretence of the wretches whe 
have covered northGeorgia with a net-work 
of spies, runners, missionaries and preachers 
is that there has been a division in the Mor- 
mon church, and that the branch which they 
represent has renounced polygamy. There is 


genuine, but a movement to decieve the 
country and the government. Prostitution 
and adultery are the basis of this monstrous 
association, and it may safely be said that 
every woman who goes to Utah under 
the auspices ‘of these propagandists will be- 
come, in some shape or a@gher, the viction of 
the villainous lusts of the high priests and 
elders of this modern abomination. 

The law passed by the last legislature in re- 
lation to the operations of these Mormon 
propagandists is, in its terms and in the very 
nature of things, a dead letter. It is astat- 
ute against the preaching and propagation of 
polygamy, but the emissaries of organized 
prostitution are too cunning to violate it. 
They pretend, on the contrary, to be opposed 
to polygamy, for they know that only by dis- 
avowing this, can they hope to make any con- 
verts among the honest, simple-mind- 


ed peopfe of the mountains. They 


reason t> believe that this divisionis not: 
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even go so far as to denounce 
polygamy, as we have been told, but when 
their victims arrive in Utah they discover, 
when it is too late, that the ‘‘sealing’’ process 
covers prostitution, polygamy, and every- 
thing else that the Mormon priesthood prac- 
tices. 

The crime of these Mormon propagandists 
in enticing honest women into their strong- 
holds of vice isone which the law cannot 
reach, but itis one which the public senti- 
ment of north Georgia can remedy. The 
people should protect themselves. Every 
community and every individual should, in 
this matter, be a law unto itself and unto 
himself. Tolerance in any shape 
or form is an accessory before 
and after the fact. These em- 
issaries should not be allowed to preach 
Mormonism in any community or before any 
audience. The people can protect themselves 
and they owe it to society todoso. No law 
that the legislature could pass would meet 
the emergency, and unless the people them- 
selyes take prompt measures to suppress the 
work of Mormon propagandism, there will be 
a continual stream of Georgia women flowing 
tothe west to recruit the ranks of this out- 
rageous system. Wedo not advise murder 
nor outrage. There isnot acommunity nor 
a neighborhood in the mountains that cannot 
rid itself of the Mormon emissaries without 
hurting a hair of their heads. 


You will hear it said that there was nearly a pan- 
ic in Wall street the other day on account of the 
decline in stocks. And yet why should there bea 
panic in consequence of a declinein stocks? The 
thieves, and robbers, and sharks, and speculators 
in Wall street can bring about a decline in stocks 
any day of the year or any hourof theday. But 
it should be borne in mind that the interests which 
these stocks represent are just as valuable when the 
decline is at its lowest as they were when the stocks 
were at their highest. The lesson of this is thatif 
a panic can be brought about by the manipulation 
of purely fictitious values, the only remedy the 
country has is to hang the sharks who perform the 
manipulation to the nearest lam p-post.

Mr. Thomas W. Keene, begana short engage 
ment at DeGive’s epera house last ntght, producing 
Richelieu before a large and intelligent audience. 
In some respects he has advantages over McCul- 
lough and Barrett. His voice isof ample volume 
and it never, like McCullough’s merges into throaty 
tones: nor has he the metalic quality of Barrett, 
which sometimes prevents a full sympathy with 
the feeling of the sentence. And in his mobility 
of feature he has the advantage of both. In some 
respects both Barrett a»d MeCullough have the 
advantage over Keene. He yields to 
flashes of sympathy, fine looking 
has a good view and discharges 
a jarge amount of animal magnetism, but studyand 
practice has toned down this natural conformation 
ef hismind. In the simulation of the character of 
Richelieu, where there is a requisition of the play 
of nerves, physique and facial expression, he was 
certainly not lackine, and brought them into dex- 
terous use.
